Election of freshman class of- 
ficers will be conducted under the 
jurisdiction of the Student Council 
on Wednesday, Nov. 19 in the cafe- 
teria, .All, 406 members of the 
freshman class are urged to cast 
their ballot. Offices which will be 
filled by the election are president, 
vice-president, secretary and 
treasurer. 

Prior to the elections, on Tues- 
day, Nov. 18, a convocation will be 
held in the auditorium to give the 
frosh a chance to become acquaint- 
ed with the candidates and their 
various campaign promises. 

All candidates for office will be 
obligated to appear before the 
microphone to state their qualifica- 
tions.
